Does the Apostle Paul teach that 
ignorance will save men, when he says. 
“The Gentiles, which have not the law, 
are a law unto themselves” ? 
(E. T.) 
Answer.—The Apostle’s argument is 
that the whole world is guilty before 
God (Romans 3:19), that the Gentiles, 
who had not the written law, were 
condemned, not justified, by the light of 
conscience, which, whether it excused 
them or accused them, proved that 
they were short of perfection and un­ 
worthy of life, even as the Jews who 
had the written law were condemned 
by it; “For by the law is the knowl­ 
edge of sin.” (Romans 3:20.) The law 
given to the Jews revealed lits weak­ 
ness, and was intended to show him 
that he was unable to justify himself 
before God; for “By the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh he justified in 
His (God’s) sight.”
